On the 15th of the present month, the Demo- 
cratic State Convention meets in this city, and 
will place a straight, unadulterated Democratic 
ticket in the field. The issues will then be 
closed, and the campaign be begun in earnest 
shortly thereafter,—to be opened on the Repab- 
lican side with a speech hy Senator Morton, 
which that gentleman is now cogitating over.

A PRACTICAL FIASCO, 
owing to unfortunate and ill-conceived inception 
and championship, Mr. Comstock, of Hancock 
County, its well-meaning but blundering pro- 
jector, confesses its insignificance as a factor in 
political calculations, and, in connection with Ed 
Henderson, its nominee for State Treasurer, has 
been making herculean efforts to secure the in- 
dorsemest of its ticket, or at least portions of 
it, by Democratic Convention. The Repub-

In this situation, the results of the election 
will be largely determined by issues outside of 
State politics, specially by the record of Congress 
and the Administration, although the Temper- 
ance and Grange questions are to be con- 
sidered in the estimate.

are, with the same liabilities and immunities, 
and both classes to be equally subject to re- 
sumption whenever Congress shall determine.

Williams and the Hon. Thomas R. Cobb, both 
leading Democrata, Mr. Niblack has given out 
that he is not a candidate, and the opportunity 
tempted Williams to the ‘satiation of a long- 
cherished ambition, while Cobb has been secret- 
ly anxious for Congressional honors ever since 
he first tested public life as a member of the 
Legisiature.

Williams has been for 
many years 6 member of the State Senate, and 
President of the State Board of Agricul- 
ture; wherefore he is accounted to carry 
the Grange strength.

and Henry and Delaware, from the Ninth. This 
district is Republican by bet weet, 200 and 1,400.

He did not linger around some lonely 
ford of the Jordan, or in the solitudes of the 
Müll country” near Hebron, waiting for the 
people to When the divine conscious 
ness had y possessed Him that the time 
had come that He should be about 
His Fathers business, He left the 
mountain valley which enshrouds in sueh 
mysterious silence His childhood snd youthful 
education, and made His permanent home at 
Oapernaum, a bustling tittle city of Galilee. 
From this paint He visited all the towns and 
cities slong the borders of Lake Gennesareth, 
and at one time made a tour as far north as Tyre 
and Sidon, flourishing citieg on the Mediter- 
ranean, and lying wholly within the shadow of 
paganism. He went up to Jerusalem on all the 
great festal days, and commanded His disciples 
3 eir ministry there. It is well known 
that e8, following the example of their 
Divine leader, con fined their attention chifly to 
large towns and cities, Not that they under- 
valued the worth of souls in the more sparsely 
settled regions, for their commission read, 
*Go preach the Gospel to every crea- 
tare,” but wisely concluded, in 
pipaning their labors, that the possession 

t these great social and business centres in the 
interests of the Gospel was the mostready way 
to gain access to every creature.” Like abie 
Geverals, they knew the strategic importance of 
rat ing the great sirongholdg of wealth, 
commerce, learning, and political power. What 
gre the Acts of the Apostles but a report of 
city missions? It is largely occupied with the 
travels of Paul, the earliest and most enthusias- 
tie missionary, The rich proviuess,” says 
Gibbon, that extended from the Euphrates to 
the Jonian Sea, were the principal theatre on 
which the Apostle of the Gentiles displayed his 
zeal and piety.”

Tod R. Caldwell, Governor of North Carolina, 
died July 11, at Hillsboro, N. C., of cholera mor- 
bus. The Office of Governor now devolves 
pon Lieut.-Gov. Curtis H. Brogden. Gov. 
Caldwell was, we believe, a native of North Car- 
alina, and a Unionist during the War. He was 
slected Lieutenant-Governor, with Holden, in 
1868, and became Governor on Holden’s re- 
moval by impeachment, in March, 1871. In Au- 
gust, 1872, the necessities of the political cam- 
paign required a Republican majority to be 
' found in North Carolina, and Gov. Cald- 
well, aided by a Federal Supervisor, found 
it—lurking in the swamps of the Neuse River. A 
majority of some 2,000 votes was declared for 
Caldwell, Brogden, and their associates on the 
Republican State ticket, and the Union was saved, 
Gov. Caldwell was ever, in publie life, a bitter 
partisan, and in politics an active leader.

The political outlook m indiana is pretty 
clearly defined in a letter published in another 
column.

Not by any means a last chance, yet at the 
same time a very good chance and one that should 
not be allowed to pass unimproved, is offered 
this morning to those persons who wish to do 
something for the poor children of Chicago.

We confess toa 
certain feeling of satisfaction that the 
men who are pledged to farther this 
undertaking have the means to carry 
it on unassisted, and the pride to prevent total 
failure in any event; but this is, after all, a low 
view to take, Without a generous and eympa- 
thetic popular support, nothing substantially good 
will be accomplished. The Poor Children’s Ex- 
cursion Fund needs the dollars of persons in 
moderate circumstances more than the checks of 
merchant princes; andthe persons in moderate 
circumstances will be richer and happier ali 
summer long for having contributed to the en- 
joyment of the little men and women with whom 
fortune has dealt so hardly. One dollar will 
send a dozen children fora day into the pure 
country air. The man who cannot afford a 
dollar for such an object may consider himself 
fairly entitled to send his children on the first 
excursion. 

IS MR. TILTON A SLANDERER ? 
Though there has been no authoritative state 
ment concerning the investigation of the Beech- 
er case by a committee of Plymouth Charch, it 
is reported in New York that Mr, Tilton has de- 
clined to say any more than he has already said. 
The reasons assigned for this extraordinary ret- 
icence are (1) that Mr. Tilton has no desire to 
injure Mr, Beecher, and only wanted to justify 
himself, which he thinks he has done; and (2) 
that Mr. Tilton believes the present investigation 
to be ex parie, anei refuses to testify before a 
committee of Mr. Beecher’s choosing. These 
reasons are contradictory. If Mr. Tilton enter- 
tains one of them, he cannot consistently enter- 
tain the other. Bust neither of them is sufficient 
to justify him in remaining silent longer. 

1. If Mr. Tilton’s hesitation to injure Mr. 

Beecher’s character had been overpowering, he 

would have said nothing. If his desire is to 

defend himself fully, he has not said enough. 

What Mr. Tilton has said already is sufficient to 

injure Mr. Beecher’s character, if allowed to rest 

where it is; but it is not sufficient to defend bis 

own reputation, if his present statement is au- 
thoritatively questioned, and he refuses to tell 
just what Beecher’s alleged offense against him 
really is. If Mr. Beecher and Plymouth Church 
had kept silent under his aspersions, it would 
have been generous, and perhaps proper enough, 
for Mr. Tilton to gay no more. But, the moment 
Mr. Beecher or Plymouth Church demanded an 
investigation, it became Mr. ton’s duty to 
himself and the public to tell all he knew about 
the case, and to produce his proofs if be has 
any. Mr. Tilton can no longer plead adesire not 
to injure Mr. Beecher as a motive for withhold- 
ing the facts, now that these facts have been de- 
manded by Mr. Beecher and by a committee of 
Plymouth Church. Such reticence at this time, 
so far from being regarded as generous, will be 
looked upon as base, malicious, and cowardly, if, 
indeed, it be not construed as a confession on 
his part that he really bas slandered Mr. 
Beecher. 

2. It would have been wiser and nobler in Mr. 
Beecher to demand that the charges against him 
should be investigated by a committee of his en- 
emies, if he has any, rather than ask the priv- 
ilege of naming his jury.. But this mistake on 
Mr. Beecher's part cannot excuse Mr. Tilton for 
refusing to testify before such a committee after 
it has been appointed. In his letter to Dr. Ba- 
con, Mr. Tilton affirmed that he had twice made 
a demand upon the church to investigate, and, 
on both occasions, had expressed his willing- 


tion in the eyes of the world that he has a claim 
upon the fairest sort of hearing. It is not in- 
cumbent upon him or any man to disprove vague 
and anonymous aspersions that may be made 
upon his character. It is incumbent on Mr. 
Tilton, having made these aspersions, to verify 
them in the fullest sense of the word end on 
the very first oceasion that offers itself. If he is 
not prepared to do so now, we shall doubt 
whether he éan ever do so, and Mr. Beecher will 
be entitled to an honorable acquittal.

JAY GOULD TURNS UP AGAIN. 
There is some very plain talk in President 
Watson's affidavit in the case of John C. Angell 


ing the particular allegations of the plaintiff, he 
says he is informed and believes that the only 
interest which said Angell has in the Erie Rail 
way Company consists ina few shares trans- 
ferred to him by one of the brokers or agents of 
Jay Gould; that said Angell is reputed to be 
without pecuniary means or responsibility, and 
that he has heretofore allowed his name to be 
used in legal proceedings by said Jay Gould and 
one James Fisk, Jr., now deceased; that he is 
not a bona fide holder of either stock or bonds of 
the Erie Railway, but is the tool and secret 
agent of Jay Gould and others in a con- 
spiracy to depress the market value of 
the Company's stock, by litigation and 
otherwise, for their persopal galn. And 
finally, deponent says that the general plans of 
said Jay Gould and his co-conspirators are, as 
deponent believes, substantially set forth in the 
concluding portion of said Angell’s affidavit, 
their object being—by false rumor, unjust and 
unfounded legal proceedings, the corruption of 
employes of the Compary, and the employment 
of willing toolse—so to embarass and annoy the 
said Company and its stockholders as to enable 
them to again secure the control of the Com- 
pany against the wish of the bona fide stock- 
holders of the Company, and tothe destruction 
of the credit of every American railway whose 
stock or securities are, as is the case with those 
of the Erie Railway Company, chiefly owned by 
non-residents of the United States.” 

The question, of most concern to the public 
at large is whether the Attorney-General of 
New York, whom Mr. Angell asks to prosecute 
his suit as a public action in the name of the 
people, will make himself the ally of Jay Gould 
in the premises. The New York Tribune seems 
to think that he ought to do so. At this distance, 
the reasous why he should cannot be discerned. 
A statement attached to Mr. Watson's affidavit, 
signed by two railway auditors who have been 
called in to make a special report upon the ac- 
counts and property of the Erie Company, men- 
tions the existence of a “reclamation fund’ 
amounting to 68,330, 468.61 among the Com- 
pany’s assets. This is supposed to be the 
money paid back by Gould after he was dispos- 
sessed of the Presidency of the road. If Gould 
was receiving so large a salary as President that 
he could save this amount in three or four 
years, no wonder be would like to be President 
again. 


WISCONSIN RAILWAYS. 

The people of Wisconsin, through their Legis- 
lature, have, if the officers of the railway com- 
panies say true, inflicted on the stockholders 
and bondholders of the roads of the State a 
grievous wrong. There are some who question 
whether the representations of the railway com- 
panies are correct, when they allege that the 
Potter law so reduces rates and fares that they 
can peither declare any dividends nor pay the in- 
terest on their bonded debt. If we assume, 
however, that their representations are true, it 
w evident that the people of Wisconsin 
have done a great wrong to the com- 
panies, and, at the same time, an act very 
injurious to themselves. They have in effect 
put their hands into the tills of the companies, 
and taken so much money out of them. They 
have compelled, and are compelling, them to 
carry freight and passengers gratis, or at a loss. 
They are forcing them to do certain services for 
the public without compensation. They are 
taking property from the companies, and giving 
nothing in return for what they are taking. In- 
deed, if the allegations of the companies can be 
relied on, and the people of Wisconsin persist in 
their course towards them, it is only a question 
of time when they will be hopelessly bankrupt, 

Now there is nothing so natural, when one is 
injured by another, as to retaliate, and it need 
surprise no one if the railway companies 
should show a disposition te retaliate on the 
people of Wisconsin for their recent legislation. 
The, people have embarrassed the railway compa- 
nies, why should not the railway companies em- 
barrass the people? It is in the power of the 
companies to do so. It is in their power to put a 
stop to all travel and traffic on railways in the 
State; and, if they should omit to dothis, because 
stopping the movement of their trains might 
be construed as an abandonment of their 
charters, it is still in their power to put 
au end to all comfortable, and convenient, 
and rapid transit over their respective roads. It 
is rumored, with how much of a foundation we 
know not, that the companies contemplate re- 
taliating in this way or in some other on the peo- 
ple. We hope there is no ground for the report. 


vs. the Erie Railway Company. After answer- ‘ 


On the 14th day of July, 1873, Thomas Addis 
went to asaloon in Mattoou, Coles County, in 
this State, owned by Maurice Emory, and ob- 
tained a drink of whisky. During the afternoon 
he drank geveral times at Emory’s, and at other 
saloons, and became very drunk. He refused to 
be led home, and hung round the saloons until 
after dark, The next morning his mangled re- 
mains were found on u railroad-track, the train 
having passed over him. He was a plasterer by 
trade, and with his earnings supported a wife 
and three children. The widow brought suit 
against Emory and two other saloon-keepers, 
under the law of 1872, for having contributed to 
deprive her of her “means of support,” and in 
October, 1873, she recovered u verdict against 
Emory for $2,000. The case was appealed to 
the Supreme Court, and that Court has affirmed 
the verdict, and the law under which it was 
given. The Court held that the verdict was 
fully sustained by the evidence; the liquor sold 
him was the primary cause of his death; and 
the evidence was that by his death the wife was 
deprived of her only means of support. The 
opinion, which was delivered by Judae Scott, 
seems to have been unanimous, and thus con- 
cludes ;. 

He who deliberately sells that which he knows will 
inflame the passions, deprive the party of the control 
of his judgment, and render bim forthe time being 
incapable of exercising proper care for personal safety 
or that of his property, must be prepared for the con- 
sequences that may follow. One risk incidental to the 
traffic is that by the statute he is made responsible for 
all the injuries such persons may inflict. But there 
can be but one recovery for am injury done under this 
statute, A recovery and satisfaction by a party injured 
against one would constitute an effectual bar to any 
recovery against another who, in fact, may con- 
tributed to cause the intoxication of the who 
committed the injury. 

The party injured may elect to proceed severally or 


jointly against the persons who cause the ig#Sxication, 
but he can have but one satisfaction for an injury, 


ANOTHER RAILWAY LAWSUIT. 

The Supreme Court of Lilinois, in the decisions 
of the various cases arising under the revenue 
laws of this State, decided that it was lawful for 
the State to provide for the taxation of the cap- 
ital stock of railway and other eorporations up- 
on such value as may be placed theregn, over 
and above the value of the tangible property of 
such corporation. While this question was 
pending in the State Courts injunctions were 
obtained from the United States District Court 
of Southern IIlinois restraining the collection 
of the tax on the capital stock of several rail way 
companies, and the Attorney-General of Illinois, 
after the decision of the State Supreme Court, 
moved to dissolve these injunctions. In the 
argument on this motion, Mr. Henry Crawford, 
for the railways, made a statement showing how 
the State Board of Equalization as 
sessed railroad property in excess of 
like property held by individuals. In 
Gallatin County, 301 acres of land, unimproved, 
owned by railroad corporations, were taxed on a 
valuation of $32 an acre, while the improved 
farm-lands adjoining were valued at $9.25. In 
Edgar County, 148 acres of land owned by rail- 
roads were valued at $21 an acre, while land 
held by individuals was assessed at $14.69. 
In Vermilion County, railroad land was as- 
sessed at $50 an acre, and private land at $19.49 
per acre. In Champaign County, railroad land 
was agsessed at $48, and lands of , individuals at 
$20.08 per acre. In MeLean County, town lots 
owned by railroads were assessed at an average 
of $1,624 each, and lots held by others at $524 
each. Taking the State at large, the general 
average assessed Value of land owned by indi- 
viduals is @17 an scre—@8 for unimproved, and 
21 for improved; but the right-of-way land 
heid by railways without improvements is as- 
sessed at an average of $48 an acre—a discrimina- 
tion equal to an advance of 184 per cent. In the 
assessment of town lots owned by railroads in 
the State, the averageassessment is 61,047 each; 
while the average of other lots, including Cook 
County, is $360 each. If the assessment gener- 
ally was in proportion to that on railway lands, 
the result would be extraordinary, as may be 
geen.

In the same way, if the town lots in the State 
were assessed at the same average value as rail- 
road lots, the total valuation would be $750,807,- 
208 ; instead of $493,707,828, as at present. The 
railroads own 1-342 part of the land of the 
State, and are taxed 1-6 of all the land and lot 
taxes of the State. 

The excese of assessment for 1878 over 1872 
was $830,736,368, which excess was thus dis- 
tributed: 


The increase on railway property was 482 per 
cent—that on private property being 136 per cent. 

Of the railway s in Illinois there are only seven 
which pay dividends to stockbolders. They are 
assessed at $55,634,782, The forty-two non- 
dividend-paying railways are assessed at 
$68,293,697. The seven paying railroads are taxed 
on $29,470,058 capital stock, and the forty-two 
non-paying roads on $35,141,017 capital stock. 

The Supreme Court of the State, in maintain- 
ing the legality of the proceedings of the Board 
of Equalization, declined to consider the justice 
or equity of the assessments made by that 
Board. Finding that they were made under au-

The 
doctrine of the Jews presents to its confedsors a 
model, an ideal It says: Thy model, thy ideal, 
is the great God: try to imitate Him in His

The highest ha oss is in 
seeking the good of others. © must make 
sacrifices in the Church of our personal 
feolings. This is part of our education and 
discipline. The largest possible happiness 
comes from our sacrilices to Others, 

Another thought is that we cannot make a 
prosperous Church without studying the Bible. 
This is one of the difficulties of the nt time. 
We do not study the Bible. I shall esteem my 
ministry effective just as I rouse you to think 
and study the Bible for yourselves. If I do not 
thie, I fall. We are turning too much to the 
thought that the Church is what the preacher 
says. This is a great mistake. We shonid be 
united in the work, each doing hie share of the 
great labor. We never can have the oneness or 
unity of belief inacity that we can in smaller 
places. it is made up of D all kinds, 
with all sorts of nations. 14 must 
make sacrifices for each of Sake. You 
should also have confidence in the officers of 
,your Church. Without this there will be inward 
dissensions, and ite usefulness will ve hindered 
or entirely lost. 

Again, we must not depend too mach upon the 
pulpit. It is not my purpose to seek sen- 
sationalism. This is not effective work. The 

rowth of this Church will be useful just as it is 

he active work of all the members; and this 

work is a great one. There is nothing that com- 
pares with the glorious character of the Chris- 
tian spirit and work. There is no work we can 
do for humanity like building up a grand, beau- . 
tiful, and harmovious Church. 

The pastor concluded his discourse by inviting 
any of the congregation who were not members 
of the Church to embrace the opportunity pre- 
sented to become such.

THE PURPOSE OF MIRACLES. 
Sermen by the Right Reverend Bishep of 
lown. 


The Rt. Rev. Henry W. Lee, Bishop of Iowa, 
preached yesterday morning in St. James Epis- 
copal Church, to a large congregation. The 
general subject of the discourse was The Pur- 
pose of Miracies,” and the text was a portion of 
the 48th verse of the 4th chapter of the Gospel 
scoording to St. John: 

Except ye see signs and wonders, ye will not believe, 

These words, esid the Bishop, were uttered by 
our blessed Lord on the occasion of the healing 
of the nobleman’s son at Capernaum. It seemed 
that the language was a general reproof, not di- 
rected especially to the nobleman himself, who 


had already expressed his belief in Christ's su- 
pernatural power, but to the world at large. The 
text suggested the trueebject of the performance 
of signs and wonders. Miracles were wrought in 
order to make men believe in new revelations, 
| The mere desire of the Jews and Gentiles to wit- 

ness miraculous works, in order to satisfy them- 
selves concerning Obriet’s divine origin 
and mission, was not in to be 
reproved ; the perform- 
ance ot miracles, the unbelieving Jews 
would have been excused for their unbelief, but, 
with those mitecies, they had no cloak to hide 
their sins of unbelief. 

The Savior Himself rested the truth of His 
doctrine uponjHis miracles, and it was only when 
men rejected this proof that He reproved them. 
It is evident that miracles were not intended to 
prove the existence of God, or to establish the 
common principles of morality. The dictates cf 
natural religion were gufficient to prove that 
there was a God, and that all men were under 
obligation’ to wors and obey Him. No at- 
tempt was made in y Writ to prove the ex- 
istence ef God; the very first chapter declared: 
In the begining God created the earth.” The 
fact of a creation necessarily implied a creator. 
Idolatry itself implied a belief in a creative and

power. 
The first miracles of which an account was 
given wete wrought in Egypt, where God declar- 
ed Himself to be the God of the Hebrews, and 
His superiority over the God of the Egyptians 
was demonstrated by His superior power. Egypt 
was a celebrated place, and hence it was an ap- 
propriate place for the manifestation of Divine 
power, so that ite effects might be felt among all 
nations. Undoubtedly the knowledge of the 
one true God was and extended among 
mankind, and the Jews, weakened in their fai 
were thereby strengthened in the belief tha 
theirs was the Supreme God.

Nu ptial OCeremenies at Bhownugruar— 
The Trousseau of an Hastern Bride 
The Good Fortune of Tuk hutsingh 
Juswuntsing. 

The following interesting account of the quad- 
ruple marriage of an Jlodian Prince is taken 
from the latest Bombay coxrespondente of the 
London Daily News: 

I chanced to hear last month that an inter- 
esting ceremony was about to be in 
the town of Bhownuggur, in the Katiywan Pe- 
ninsula, and, as I had never been in that part of 
India before, I was tempted to go and witness it. 
Bhownugygur is distant from Bombay about 
200 miles, and is the Capital of 3

the State is His Highness Tukhutsingh 
Juswuntsing, and his ti.le ‘Thakore’ of Bhow- 
nuggur. The Thaker is a minor, having hia 
State under admunistrators—one European and 
one Hindoo—appointed by the British Goy- 
ernment; but according to native ideas he has 
fairly arrived at man’s estate, having on the 
19th of April reached his seventeenth birthday. 
And on that same day the young Prince took it
